of neuroengineering at MIT. 

uses colored light on genetically 
engineered brain cells in mice. 
When exposed to a fast pulse of 
biue light. the neurons in the brain 
switch on; a yellow flash turns 

them off. Medical applications 
might include treating Parkinson’s 
tremors or epileptic fits by switching 
off swaths of diseased tissue. 

But the technique also could let 
researchers pinpoint and study 
those sets of neurons that contro! 
cognitive functions such as 
decision-making. Ihe end result 
could be the ability to identify. flick 
on, and coordinate whole networks 
of neurons fo enhance specific 
cognitive skills.
